Any publication of any worth 
requires the services of an editorial 
staff. Lawyers are busy men and 
as a rule they cannot afford the 
time to devote to the work which 
a bar journal demands. The read- 
er little notes or long remembers 
the hours of hard work which are 
involved in the business of col- 
lecting news, getting reports of 
committee chairmen and secretar- 
ies of local or district bar associa- 
tions. Then, too, there is the re- 
sponsibility for editing contributed 
articles, for setting standards 
deemed to be in good journalistic 
style and form; for the solicitation 
of advertising and for the assem- 
bling of all materials in due season.

THE ROSCOE POUND LECTURESHIP 


t 


Roscoe Pound is perhaps Amer- 
ica’s greatest living jurist. His 
Nebraska birth and beginnings and 
the Deanship of our Law School, 
are known to us all. 

At the Bar Association meeting 
in 1947, Judge Harvey Johnsen, 
suggested the idea of establishing, 
through the Nebraska State Bar 
Association, an endowed lecture- 
ship at the University of Nebraska 
to be named in Dean Pound’s hon- 
or, and the creation of an endow- 
ment fund so that we might in- 
vite each year to the campus some 
distinguished contemporary jurist 
to deliver a series of lectures on 
some broad phase of law or juris- 
prudence. 

Judge Johnsen’s idea resulted in 
forming The Roscoe Pound Lec- 
tureship Committee with Mr. Earl 
Cline as Chairman, Mr. Perry Mor- 
ton as Secretary, with sixteen vice- 
chairmen and members, to raise 
$50,000 to adequately endow the 
lectures. Only a part of the fund 
has been raised, but the Bar Asso- 
ciation through its Executive Coun- 
cil, determined to proceed with 
the lectures. 

Dean Pound consented to deliver 
the first series himself, which he 
did in three lectures on April 24- 
26, 1950, under the title, “New 
Paths of the Law”. 

The tremendous scope of the 
learning which has made him a 
world figue was never more in 
evidence than in his discussion of 
the subjects: “The Path of Lib- 
erty” away from the absolute pow- 
er of monarchs and of government 
by men, “The Humanitarian Paths” 
which we have lately been travel- 
ing, and “The Authoritarian Path” 
which we may be again about to 
enter. 

Dean Pound’s choice of his suc- 
cessor in the lectures was Arthur 
T. Vanderbilt, presently Chief Jus-

tice of the New Jersey Supre 
Court, former Dean of New Yor 
University Law School, but f 
many years one of the great pra 
ticing lawyers of the United States 
a former President of the Ameri: 
can Bar Association; a_ prolifi 
writer, whose mind and pen hav 
explored vast fields of the law 
who has devoted years to publi 
service, including an intimate par 
ticipation in practical “politics” 
who is largely credited as the au 
thor and mainspring ‘of the Ne 
Jersey Constitution and its mode 
judicial system; and who has ha 
bestowed on him innumerable hon 
orary degrees from great Univer: 
sities. 

It was my great privilege to con, 
vey to Judge Vanderbilt the in 
vitation of the Bar Association an 
the University to deliver the sec;

ces of the absence of the separa- 
tion of powers in other parts of the 
world. He said: “No concept of 
government was so unanimously 
accepted by all the statesmen 
whose genius brought into being 
the American nation as was the 
doctrine of the separation of gov- 
ernment powers.” As occasion for 
their thinking he mentioned the 
writings of Montesquieu, English 
Constitutional experience, the re- 
action then current against cen- 
tralized power over the American 
colonies, and “the hard common 
sense and political sagacity” of the 
constitutional convention whose 
ideal was to establish a govern- 
ment of law, not men and of per- 


jmitting the utmost of individual 


liberty, preventing, if possible, the 
concentration of power in the 
hands of any one government or 
branch of government so that it 
could ever be used to regiment and 
oppress individuals. For that rea- 
son safety was sought in the divi- 


sion of powers between the execu- 
tive, legislative and the judicial 
branches of the government, and 
between the states and the Federal 
government, giving to each only 
such powers as were necessary and 
permitting each to act as a check 
upon the others. This was the true 
genius of the American system. 

The Russians being an unre- 
strained dictatorship quite natur- 
ally abhor the idea. Says Andrei 
Vishinsky: “The program of the 
Communist Party repudiates the 
principle of the separation of pow- 
ers. The history of the Capitalist 
world does not know any actual 
separation of powers; separation 
of powers has never existed; it is 
nothing more than the hegemony 
of the executive power over the 
legislative.” 

Judge Vanderbilt pointed to the 
destruction of the Weimar Repub- 
lic and the ascension of Hitler as 
having been brought about through 
Article 48 of the Weimar Constitu- 
tion which permitted the Presi- 
dent of the German Republic to set 
aside individual rights whenever 
“safety and order in the German 
Reich are seriously disturbed or 
in danger”. It was the proclama- 
tion of emergency under this con- 
stitutional power by the aging Hin- 
denburg which gave Hitler his 
great opportunity. 

He pointed to the numerous rev- 
olutions in the Central and South 
American Republics which have 
been largely caused by the absence 
in their Constitutions of checks and 
balances against the unrestrained 
exercise of executive power. He 
pointed to the inefficiencies of 
Congress, the tremendous scope of 
the problems with which Congress 
is confronted and the use of ex- 
ecutive patronage and spending to 
control legislative action and the 
substantial abdication by Congress 
of the legislative power by the dele- 
gation of vague and undefined pow- 
ers to agencies and commissions. 
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The Doctrine of the Separation 
of Powers and the Executive 
Branch of the Government and 
the Independent Administra- 
tive Agencies in a Period of 
Expanding Centralized Gov- 
ernment, and of National Mo- 
bilization 
Judge Vanderbilt pointed out the 

great growth in recent years of a 

school of thought which, entirely 

disregarding the concept of the 
founders, regards the “administra- 
tive process as the ideal of gov- 
ernmental organization”, and he 
pointed out the combination of law 
maker, executive and judge, in 
many of the agencies, which to- 
gether with the absence in many 
cases of adequate provision for ju- 
dicial review, results in the setting 
up of bureaucratic autocracies from 
whose decisions there is little prac- 
tical relief. In this same connec- 
tion, he pointed out that “our na- 

tional government consists of 1816 

component parts, including 9 de- 

partments, 104 bureaus, 12 sections, 

108 services, 460 offices, 631 divi- 

sions, 16 areas, 40 boards, 6 com- 

mands, 20 commissions, 19 corpora- 
tions * * * and 263 miscellaneous 
units.” 

Centralization saps the strength 
of local governments as they be- 
come more and more dependent 
upon the federal government. The 
grants in aid programs have been 
responsible for much of the in- 
crease in power of centralized gov- 
ernment. “Tax money goes to 
Washington and comes back with 
strings attached.” “The national 
government is swamping the state 
governments.” “The first great 
step to overcome this national po- 
litical imbalance is to return to 
state and local governments that 
which is truly theirs.” “Vague and 
overlapping powers”, the remnants 
of war emergency legislation, fur- 
ther confuse both the citizen and 


his government. “What has been 
and will be needed is a special 
committee of Congress to see to it 
that individual freedom curtailed 
in time of emergency is returned 
after that emergency is over.” 

The Administrative Procedure 
Act passed by the Congress in 1946 
is comprehensive in scope and de- 
sign to protect the individual citi- 
zen from the hazards of uncertain 
and slipshod administrative proce- 
dure resulting in unfair and arbi- 
trary action by providing an order- 
ly and uniform process of law. 
“In an age of dictatorship and of 
personal government we need not 
despair of a rule of law—and so 
of liberty—if we will but respect 
the essential truth of the doctrine 
of the separation of powers.” 


The Doctrine of the Separation 
of Powers and the Judiciary 


“The independence of the judi- 
ciary from the legislative and ex- 
ecutive branches of the govern- 
ment is the keystone of the arch of 
American government. That key- 
stone may be impaired or even de- 
stroyed by (1) legislative encroach- 
ments, (2) executive interferences, 
or (3) judicial inaction and short- 
comings.” 

Unless the judiciary displav the 
courage to exercise the checks giv- 
en them by the Constitution to re- 
strain, according to law, the en- 
croachments on liberty by the leg- 
islative and the executive branches 
then the American concept of a 
government by law must fail and 
government by the untrammeled 
will of a majority of the Congress 
or of an unrestrained executive 
will supplant it and the rights of 
minorities and individuals cease to 
exist. Judicial reluctance to bold- 
ly assert the illegal action of other 
branches of the government has 
always been the weakness of the 
judiciary. Furthermore, “All too 
often our judges even in the courts

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THE HOUSE OF DELEGATES OF THE 
AMERICAN BAR ASSOCIATION

Mr. Turner, Executive Secretary of the Nebraska State Bar Association 
since 1937, is a graduate of the University of Nebraska College of Law. He was 
admitted to the bar in 1923; he was appointed Deputy Clerk, Supreme Court of 
Nebraska in 1927 and has served as Clerk of that Court and State Librarian since 
1932. He is member and secretary of the Nebraska State Bar Commission and of 


the 1943 Statute Commission. 


For eleven years he has served as State Delegate 


from Nebraska to the House of Delegates, American Bar Association. 


The House of Delegates of the 
American Bar Association is the 
principal policy making body of 
that association and in it the Con- 
stitution of the association vests all 
control and administration of the 
association subject only to refer- 
endum. The House membership 
consists of a State Delegate from 
each state and territory who is 
elected by the American Bar Asso- 
ciation members within such state 
or territory; state and local bar 
association delegates, chosen by 
such associations; representatives 
of sections and of affiliated organ- 
izations; certain ex officio mem- 
bers such as the Attorney General 
of the United States; and fifteen 
Assembly Delegates chosen by the 
vote of members in attendance at 
annual meetings. 

The House of Delegates meets 
each year at the time and place 
of the annual meeting of the asso- 
ciation and holds a mid-year meet- 
ing in Chicago during the winter. 
In addition to the duties which de- 
volve upon all members of the 
House, the State Delegates have 
the further responsibility of nom- 
inating candidates for the elective 
offices of the association. These 
nominations are made and elec- 


tions conducted in the same man- 
ner as in our own association. 

The Nebraska State Bar Associa- 
tion is represented in the House of 
Delegates by Judge Paul E. Bos- 
laugh of Hastings, and Clarence A. 
Davis of Lincoln. 


Highlights of February Meeting 

As illustrative of the kind and 
the importance of questions which 
are considered by the House of 
Delegates, the following are high- 
lights of the February, 1952 meet- 
ing of that body: 

The members of the House de- 
bated and recommended approval 
of a proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States 
in respect to the treaty making 
power which would provide that a 
provision in a treaty which con- 
flicts with any provision of the 
Constitution should be of no force 
and effect and that a treaty shall 
become effective as internal law 
in the. United States only through 
legislation by Congress which it 
could enact under its delegated 
powers in the absence of such 
treaty. In the field of interna- 
tional law the House also adopted 
a resolution opposing the signa- 
ture and ratification by the United 
States of the Convention in Inter- 
national Transmission of News and 
Right of Correction. 

In matters of more local appli- 
cation the House urged submission 
to the state legislatures of an 
amendment to the Constitution 
limiting income taxes to 25%, such 
provision to be subject to suspen- 
sion by Congress in case of war; 
adopted a resolution calling for a 
discussion at the next annual meet- 
ing of the proposed act of Congress 
which would extend social security 
benefits to lawyers; discussed the 
Lawyers Referral Service plan, and 
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received a report of the Committee 
on Coordination of Activities, de- 
signed to bring about more com- 
plete cooperation between the 
American Bar Association and the 
various state and local associations. 


Aids to General Practitioner 


Of practical interest to the prac- 
ticing attorney the House of Dele- 
gates considered the reports of 
committees and sections on such 
subjects as patent, trademark and 
copyright law; methods of combat- 
ing organized crime, public rela- 
tions of the bar; the elimination of 
inequities in excess profits tax; 
protecting the right to trial by 
jury in certain tax cases. At all 
meetings the action of the House 
of Delegates aids the general prac- 
titioner through fostering the work 
of such Sections as the Section on 
Insurance Law; the Section on Real 
Property, Probate and Trust Law; 
the Section on Taxation; the Sec- 
tion on Municipal Law; the Section 
on Labor Relations Law and the 
Section on Administrative Law. 
These are the “bread and butter 
sections” whose research and re- 
ports constitute much of the valu- 
able work being done by the Amer- 
ican Bar Association. 

By listing these few items which 
had consideration at the 1952 meet- 
ing I do not wish to give the im- 
pression that the work of the House 
is thus limited but the scope of this 
article does not permit further 
elaboration. My purpose is to dem- 
onstrate the wide variety of sub- 
jects which engage the attention of 
the House and the importance of 
such subjects to the profession. 


Nebraska and the A. B. A. 


While service in the House of 
Delegates is a most interesting ex- 
perience, the participation of mem- 
bers of the Nebraska State Bar 
Association in the activities of the 
American Bar Association is by no 
means restricted to the Delegates.

Judge Carroll O. Stauffer, presid- 
ing Judge of the Fourth Judicial 
District, Omaha, Judge William F. 
Spikes of the Eleventh Judicial 
District, St. Paul, Judge E. G. 
Kroger of the Eleventh Judicial 
District, Grand Island, and the 
Honorable Bayard H. Paine, retir- 
ed Justice of the Nebraska Su- 
preme Court. 

Lecturers appearing on the pro- 
gram were: Clarence S. Beck, At-

the point that inmates are not re- 
leased from penal institutions as a 
matter of course. Instead they and 
their case histories are very thor- 
oughly and carefully screened at 
the hearing of the Board of Par- 
dons and Paroles, before whom the 
inmate appears. He stressed the 
view that all parties having any 
interest in the case and the com- 
munity where the crime was com- 
mitted are given timely notice of 
the inmate’s application for parole. 

Mr. Caswell spoke on the Fed- 
eral Narcotics Law and his Bu- 
reau’s relationship in connection 
with Nebraska’s Uniform Narcotics 
Drug Act. Contrary to popular 
conception, he disagreed with the 
theory that public education, as 
applied to the drug problem, was 
necessary or advisable. He made 
the startling announcement that 
90% of narcotic addicts owe their 
addiction “to nothing but curios- 
ity”, and further stated that teach-

Regents Law Scholarships 


Scholarships carrying an annual 
stipend of $120 a year will be 
awarded to a limited number of 
students for study at the College 
of Law leading to the LL.B. de- 
gree. The scholarship may be re- 
awarded for two successive years 
dependent upon the maintenance 
by the scholar of a satisfactory 
standard of work and conduct. 
Eligibility: An applicant to be eli-

Basis of Selection: The scholar- 
ships will be awarded to students 
who give promise of success in 
law school. The applicant’s schol- 
astic record in college, the re- 
sults of the law aptitude exam- 
ination and other pertinent in- 
formation are used in making 
the selection. 

Method of Applying: A formal ap- 
plication is not required. It is 
sufficient for the applicant to 
supplement his application for 
admission to the College of Law 
with a statement of his general 
activities and intellectual inter- 
ests in college. Applications 
must be filed by July 15, 1952. 
The need of assisting worthy stu- 

dents to continue their education 

at a professional school has ‘been 
gaining increased recognition with 
the establishment in recent years 
of national scholarships by some 
of the better known law schools.

In appointing a committee on 
public relations this year for the 
State Bar Association, President 
Hastings indicated a special inter- 
est in the subject. He requested 
the committee to make a study of 
the programs used in other states, 
and, if possible, to initiate a pro- 
gram in Nebraska this year. The 
committee members undertook the 
task enthusiastically, making a 
study of both the programs in sev- 
eral states and of the preliminary 
draft of the Public Relations Com- 
mittee of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation. 

It has been interesting to learn 
that this problem has been given 
serious consideration not only by 
the American Bar Association but 
also by nineteen states and seven 
metropolitan cities. Budgets range 
from $150. to $26,000. per annum. 
Two states—Colorado and Minne- 
sota—have been particularly active 
in this field the past few years. 
Minnesota’s budget for the current 
year is $26,000.00. 

In considering the practical use 
of media for carrying the lawyers’ 
story to the laymen, many ques- 
tions arise which must be answer- 
ed. The Committee is following 
the basic standards compiled by the 
American Bar Association Public 
Relations Committee, based largely 
on opinions of the Committee on 
Professional Ethics. Here are some 
of the standards: 

1. The use of any recognized media 
for the purpose of disseminating 
information about law, courts, 
and lawyers is not unethical or 
improper.

2. There should be no direct solic- 
itation of business, but it is prop- 
er to encourage laymen to pro- 
cure legal services. 

3. It is proper to inform the pub- 
lic of the various services a 
lawyer is trained and competent 
to perform. 

4. It is proper to inform the public 
of the standards employed by 
the lawyer in fixing his fees, in 
order to discourage the unfor- 
tunate notion that lawyers’ fees 
are too high. In this connection, 
it is proper that the public be 
informed of the qualifications 
of a lawyer, his education and 
preparation enabling him to 
practice the profession. 

5. Resemblance to commercial ad- 
vertising should be avoided. The 
language and presentation 
should be in keeping with the 
dignity of the profession. 

6. The entire program should be 
sponsored by the State Bar Asso- 
ciation or by a local Bar Associa- 
tion, or both. 

7. Names of individual lawyers 
should not be used except when 
introduced as speakers or par- 
ticipants in a program. 

Media being used for telling the 
lawyers’ story include the press— 
news stories, releases, editorials, 
magazine articles and regularly 
published news columns, speakers’ 
bureaus, panels, radio and televi- 
sion, motion pictures, pamphlets, 
folders, institutional advertising, 
contests and awards. 

The Committee has undertaken a 
study of three media: the news- 
paper column, pamphlets and fold- 
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ers, and radio program. At its 
March 17 meeting, the Committee 
decided to recommend to the Ex- 
ecutive Council that a weekly 
newspaper column be undertaken 
if sufficient material could be pre- 
pared in advance, in order that 
the program could continue for at 
least one year. It was further 
recommended that one or two pam- 
phlets be prepared this year and 
sent to the members of the Asso- 
ciation with notice that further 
pamphlets could be obtained at 
cost. Committee members have 
each selected a topic and are now 
preparing pamphlets to be submit- 
ted to the Committee at a future 
meeting. The recommendation was 
also made that a radio transcrip- 
tion prepared by the Rocky Moun- 
tain Radio Council be purchased 
and made available to all bar asso- 
ciations in the state. This pro- 
gram, a dramatization in thirteen 
episodes concerning the every-day 
legal experiences of people, is en- 
titled “You and the Law.” The 
series was written by professional 
script writers, the voices are those 
of professional radio actors, and 
the music has full clearance from 
requisite copyright owners. 
Recently the Executive Council 
approved publication of one pam- 
phlet this year and the purchase of 
“You and the Law.” The Nebraska 
Junior Bar has offered to under- 


take arrangements for presenting 
the radio program over various 
stations in the state. Advanc2 pub- 
licity will be given; the programs 
will be run weekly, beginning this 
summer or fall. Your comments 
will be appreciated since there is 
at least one other such radio series 
being prepared at this time which 
will be available. The Committee 
believes that many local associa- 
tions may be able to use the tran- 
scription in programs before Cham- 
bers of Commerce, school assem- 
blies, service clubs. 

A word of caution: the Commit- 
tee becomes more conscious daily 
of the possibility of a misstatement, 
error, or poor presentation of any 
part of a public relations program. 
One misunderstood word may do 
more harm than a whole year’s 
planned public relations program. 
May we, therefore, make haste 
slowly. 

Although our Bar Association 
may speak for us, it cannot act for 
us. It may help us but it cannot 
take our place. Our profession de- 
serves public approval and confi- 
dence. Let us in our public re- 
lations always maintain the dignity 


of our profession. Remember that 
the best public relation is the in- 
dividual lawyer’s contact with his 
client and the public. There is no 
substitute for YOU. 


Need for Lawyer Reference Service Studied by Special Committee

By resolution of the State Bar 
Association adopted at its 1951 
meeting, a special committee on 
Lawyer Referral Services has been 
established for the purpose of mak- 
ing further study of this growing 
field of legal service. In essence, 
a Lawyer Referral Service is an 
organization whereby persons of 
moderate means, who are not ac-

quainted with a lawyer, can ob- 
tain competent, trustworthy legal 
advice under sponsorship, which 
will create confidence, i.e., that of 
the local bar association. It re- 
lieves the minds of timid clients 
concerning the expense of con- 
sulting an attorney by providing 
modest, fixed fees for the initial 
consultation and the assurance that 
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additional fees, if any, will be dis- 
cussed in advance. Operation of 
the service builds good will for 
lawyers generally and enhances the 
prestige and public respect for the 
profession. It is not to be con- 
fused with Legal Aid which is a 
charity; it is only available to those 
persons who can pay at least the 
initial consultation fee. Approxi- 
mately forty-five out of the one- 
hundred-odd cities in the United 
States with a population of over 
100,000 have already established 
lawyer reference plans, and many 
cities with less than 100,000 popu- 
lation have reported the need for 
referrals.

The County Law Library Com- 
mittee met in the Country Club 
at North Platte, Nebraska, on April 
20, and spent several hours plan- 
ning the work of the committee 
during this year.

lawyers from surrounding coun- 
ties throughout southeastern Ne- 
braska were invited to attend both 
the clinic and evening session. 
This practice of inviting brother 
lawyers from this area, represent- 
ing an innovation, was continued 
throughout the year and a great 
deal of interest was shown by 
them. 

A request was received from two 
Lincoln attorneys to appoint a com- 
mittee to hear and determine a 
dispute concerning a question in- 
volving the title to a parcel of 
real estate, the contending lawyers 
advising that they would abide by 
the decision of the committee. The 
committee was appointed, heard 
the evidence, announced its deci- 
sion, and the attorneys abided by 
it.

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several additional title disputes 
during the course of the year and 
appeared to operate very success- 
fully. 

The legal clinic held at the meet- 
ing October 29, 1951, dealt with the 
subject “The Drafting of Partner- 
ship Papers.” The program was 
conducted by Laurens Williams of 
Omaha and Flavel Wright and J. 
Lee Rankin of Lincoln. The A. L. 
I. publication was used by the 
panel in conducting the clinic. 

At this meeting the Association 
adopted the recommendations of 
the Committee on Minimum Fees. 
The dinner speaker was James E. 
Lawrence, Editor of the Lincoln 
Star, whose subject was “The Tri- 
umph of Law.” 

In January the Association was 
called upon by Governor Val Pet- 
erson to recommend for his con- 
sideration a list of qualified law- 
yers for appointment to fill the va- 
cancy created by the resignation of 
District Judge Ralph P. Wilson.

of admonition was ever present 
throughout Professor Inbau’s lec- 
tures and was fundamentally im- 
portant, he said, to society and a 
protection that provides a corner- 
stone in the development of Amer- 
ican Jurisprudence. He stated that 
in the course of criminal investiga- 
tion and criminal prosecution, it 
frequently becomes necessary to 
require accused persons to per- 
form some act or to submit to what 
might be termed an invasion of 
their bodily security. This natural- 
ly gives rise to certain constitution- 
al questions and limitations involv- 
ing the individual’s guaranteed 
rights. 

Dr. Ford drew upon his experi- 
ence and knowledge acquired as 
State Pathologist for Massachu- 
setts, and advanced the theory that 
competent investigation of violent 
and unexpected deaths provided 
exoneration of the innocent as well 
as conviction for the guilty. His 
use of practical cases throughout 
the course of his lectures was suf- 
ficient proof of the need for a close 
co-operation between those indi- 
viduals in the medical and legal 
professions engaged in law enforce- 
ment work. Dr. Ford felt that 
there was need for a trained state 
pathologist to aid local law en- 
forcement officers in detecting the 
causes of sudden death and sug- 
gested one center where all reports 
of sudden or violent deaths would 
be received. Dr. Ford advised the 
establishment of a central state 
laboratory to be affiliated with lo- 
cal police laboratories and strong- 
ly urged the establishment of the 
office of state pathologist.

This plan, begun with 
caution on a limited scale, was 
welcomed by attorneys.

The neces- 
sary research is conducted prompt- 
ly, and the opinion rendered the 
lawyer is the work product of the 
student. Limited faculty supervi- 
sion is provided. The success of 
the program has been such that it 
is planned to expand it during the 
next school year in order that the 
service may be made available to 
a larger group of attorneys. 
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Omaha Legal Aid Clinic 
Established 


The Omaha Legal Aid Clinic, a 
project sponsored by the Creigh- 
ton University School of Law, the 
Omaha Bar Association, and the 
Barrister’s Club, opened its office 
in the School of Law building on 
November 5, 1951. 

The purpose of the Clinic is to 
provide legal aid to those in the 
vicinity of Omaha who are not 
financially able to pay for the serv- 
ices of an attorney. The Clinic is 
under the direction of Dean Doyle. 
Senior students, under the super- 
vision of the Director, conduct the 
affairs of the office, accept appli- 
cations for aid, interview parties 
and their witnesses, carry on the 
necessary research work, and draft 
instruments and pleadings. Appli- 
cations for legal aid are passed up- 
on by the Director, with the advice 
of an executive committee which

includes representatives from the 
cooperating Bar Associations. If a 
client, eligible for aid, has a matter 
which requires court action, it is 
assigned to an Omaha attorney 
who has signified his willingness 
to cooperate in the program. The 
Senior Law student works under 
his direction and control. This 
plan of organization follows closely 
the one in effect in Lincoln, 
and a number of other cities. 
Social agencies in the commun- 
ity participate actively in the pro- 
gram. 

From the first year’s experience, 
it appears certain that the Clinic 
will become an effective agency for 
public service in this community. 
Through the Clinic, the Omaha Bar 
will be able to discharge more 
effectively its responsibility to the 
indigent of Omaha. The program 


also will provide a medium for 
practical legal education. Through 
this means the Law student should 
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develop a real sense of the respon- 
sibility of the lawyer in the com- 
munity, and his relation to the 
other agencies for social service. 

The Legal Aid Clinic was the 
subject of a television program 
over WOW-TV on April 11, 1952, 
which depicted the manner of 
handling a case for an eligible 
client. 


Senior Law School Awards

of last resort have weakened their 
position with the public by indulg- 
ing in politics in clear violation of 
the canons of judicial ethics.” The 
speaker cited a recent letter re- 
ceived by all members of the Ne- 
braska Bar from a Justice of the 
Supreme Court of a neighboring 
state urging the political candidacy 
of one of his friends for the Presi- 
dency of the United States. 
Summarizing, it may be said that 
the tremendous expansion of ex- 
ecutive power in the last genera- 
tion is the greatest phenomenon 
in American governmental history. 
It has all occurred because of an 
inadequate comprehension of the 
reasons for the doctrine of the 
separation of powers in which lies 
the only hope of liberty. We will 
either restore the separation of 
powers between the states and the 
Federal government and between 
the three branches of the Federal 
government, or that power will 
concentrate in only one branch and 
the “checks and balances” will dis- 
appear.
